BDC: The band started in the northeast 
region of the country, but Brazil is a huge 
country - to give you an idea - The territory 
1 of Sao Paulo, fit two or three European 
'countries. In 1993 BDC came to play in 
SP (3,600 km), that has always been the 
engine of the Brazilian scene, but the old 
bass player quit the band to follow other 
paths. I played bass in other bands of 
the HC scene, and my brother organized 
gigs when he invited me to play with BDC 
where I found a family and Im feeling very well 
with them, completing now 18 years of BDC. 

3. You have many releases on your account 
already, but I’m curious about your project 
with KILL BABY KILL, how did it start?

BDC: Actually, all started with the friendship 
between my brother JUNIOR and DIETER 
(RIP), they had a strong mutual thought and 
they devised some projects.

I think that in Brazil the 
persecution is more cruel and violent than in 
Europe, because here the exclusive law to 
serve the bourgeoisie and the government 
dominated for ex-terrorists of the extreme 
left. The biggest problem is the infiltration of 
criminals at the skinhead scene: Antifa and 
Nazihollywood. These shitheads serving the 
system, they are flouting the scene, confusing 
people and creating stupid’s conflicts. 
They managed to dismantle many old 
Organizations, and launched defamation 
campaigns against old leaders of the national 
scene. So, A.C.A.B - All Criminals Are 
Bastards! 

5. You mentioned starting your own label, 
some details, plans to share?

BDC: We are trying to establish a 100% 
Patriotic Label, to release many brazilian 
bands and foreign too. This label will serve as 
support for propagation, interchange bands, 
and to promoting gigs. The idea is to focus 
on-bands Oi! / RAC / Hate and HC committed 
to protecting the identity of his fatherland.

The story of the Hellenic NS/WP skinhead music scene, which is getting more mature through the years and gradually is becoming 
a strong and conscious political music scene,started more or less in that way: 


In 1987, «Last Patriots® would be one of the first Hellenic Nationalist bands. They recorded the famous march «North Epirus® in Oil 
version, but they disbanded in 1988 and one of their members joined «Cause of Honour». «Rock & Roll Rebels», who recorded some 
demo became the first Hellenic nationalist band to play live at a celebration of the nationalist youth of EPEN party! «Apolitistoi» was 
also another greek band that released some nowadays very rare demo songs! Other bands that never released anything and are now 
known just by their titles were: «Skinhead Warrior» (Kozani), «Aryan Resistance®, «Stormbringer», «Southrise» (Athens), «Zigi Zaga», 
«Warriors Pride®, «United Boots® (Thessaloniki). Mainly from 2000 and on national-socialist / nationalist rock scene got more well-known 
among young people and more stable, moreover covering a large variety of music styles, with the help of bands like: 

From Athens and Piraeus: 

Iron Youth: They have 3 full length cds and some participations in compilations Total Cleansing: They held some gigs, one of them at 
a central place in Athens in 2000. No official release till nowadays, probably don’t exist as a band. 

Stosstrupp: They have released the demo cd “Wir Kommen” 

Hellrise: Not a lot of information about that band. 

Mahen: An one man band that has released the cd «Heroes» 

No Surrender: They were formed in August 2002 in Athens and have been the main voice of the Hellenic section of Blood & Honour 
ever since. They have released: «Never demo® (2003), «Hail The Year Zero® (mini cd, 2004), «Loud Proud & White-Live® (cd 2004), 5 
songs for the compilation «Ukrainian-Hellenic Friendship® (split cd, 2005), 5 songs for the compilation Blood&Honour Hellas Vol.1, (split 
cd, 2005), «United In Anger® (cd, 2006), non-released demo (June of 2006), «Guns For Glory® (mini cd, 2008) they have participation in 
the compilations: «Hellas Attack® (Hellas), NADSAT #2 (Portugal), «Sons Of Glory® (Germany), «Hellas Skins® (Hellas) and they have 
given a lot of gigs. Soon their new cd release of the band from Homo Superior Label under the title “Victory Loves Preparation”. 

War Criminals: They were formed in January 2005 and stopped very soon after, because of their vocalist’s imprisonment (Free 
Panagiotis!), in November 2005! However, during this small period, they made 2 gigs - the first one in support to the Portuguese ex-ODIO 
for the gig in memory of fallen comrade Marinos (R.I.P) - and released the demo ((Skinheads Racists® in June 2005 
Molotov Pact: They have made many live performances, while some songs of theirs were included in international compilations. 
Unfortunately, didn't ever release something in official. But, played in few Live appearances in Golden Dawn’s youth festivals. 
Razorblade Nightmare: New blood of the B&H Hellas organization. Recently released their 1st full-length cd with 13 songs. Again 
from Homo Superior Label from Poland. Titled as: “40 years of Democracy”. Played also their 1st Live in a nationalistic club of Athens. 
Promised band. 

Sergeant Oil: They started as a studio band of 2 members in September 2006. The band’s members have joined the scene 
since the early 80’s and one of them had also played at some of the first nationalist music groups like «Rock & Roll Rebels® and 
«Cause Of Honour®. They have released the demo «That’s society® 

Pride & Pain: They are the first Hellenic Oi! / R.A.C band featuring a female vocalist, being at the moment a studio band. They released 
their first demo ((Action Is Philosophy Of Life® in January 2008 and got 2 song included in the compilation «Hellas Skins®, while they are 
working on their new full-length cd «Pain inside, Pride outside® which is finally released from “Do it Yourself Cunt Records”. 

Filopatria: Formed in Athens in 2009, they released very quickly their demo cd named ((Generation of Reaction®. They have made 3 
gigs till now, one at Skinhouse Hellas in support to Stavroforia and Hellenic Stampers bands, another one in support to Bully Boys at 
Skinhouse Hellas again and a third one at Yorkshire, England in support to March or Die, White Law and Section 88 for the great annual 
fest «White X Mas®, while they are currently working on their new full length cd titled «Order through Chaoss®, which is finally released 
from Blood Sacrifice Records from New Zealand. In last September played in ISD Memorial in England together with the well-known 



bands of the British scene. Recently released such a split-album with Swedish Steelcapped Strength under the title “Vikings meet the 
Spartans” and participated into the compilation dedicated for the occupied nationalists “Freedom,Liberte, Freiheit, Libertad". 

Skaste: NS punk band working on their first demo cd. Recently released their 1 st D.I.Y production in title “SKASTE ALL,NOW!” 


From Thessaloniki: 

Boiling Blood: They have released: Righteous Legions - demo cd, Stomping the mud -cd, Praise the fallen - cd, and made many live 
performances in Greece and twice outside Greece at gigs of Veneto Fronte Skinheads organization, playing in support to bands like: 
Ultima Ratio, Gesta Bellica, Noie Werte, Armco, Adl22, Ultima Frontiera, Sumbu Brothers, Injustice Side xai Dario Bressan. 
Hellgrinder: A studio punk band of 2 members from the city of Thessaloniki. They released their demo «Speak Greek or die» in 1998 
under the influence of S.O.D.! 

Defamation: Formed in February 2004, this Street Rock / Oi! band were the first to present a skingirl in its line-up in Greece. Marinos 
(guitar) passed away so soon (R.I.P.) leading Defamation to disbandment. They made it to release only 5 songs for the music compilation 
of «Blood & Honour Hellas Vol.1», whereas most of us should remember them at the unforgettable gig in honour of Great Alexander’s 
memory together with No Surrender and Th.Re.At, which took place in June 2004 in Thessaloniki. Great memories that we never 
forget....immortal! 

Pogrom: They have made many live performances whereas they have released 2 cds: «ln hoods and streets® and «Pride». They keep 
playing mostly Live in Golden Dawn’s youth fests under totally different formation. 

White Pride Rockers: They too have made many live performances, one in support to Hungarians Verszerzodes and recently one in 
support to Italians Hate for Breakfast on 12-12-2009 in Thessaloniki, while they have released the cd ((Counterattack®. Rumors say that 
will continue in another line-up in the future. 

Legion Hellas: Process of Legion band Dead Andrews: Not a lot of information about that band too. 

Red.Lock: They have released the mini cd «Against all odds». Nice ns hardcore style. 

ChaoSS Hellas: They started in August 2004 with members coming from 3 different cities of Greece, Athens, Thessaloniki and Trikala. 
In March 2006, they released and distributed in free their demo titled «88% Punk», whereas they and have played at several gigs as 
support guest band. 

From Thessalia: 

Koiimpresser: Formed in Trikala in 2002, they have released: «Cock&Roll demo» (2003), «Nobody could change us demo» (2003), 
«Made In Greece® demo (2004), «Till The Darkest Hour® (cd 2007) and played live many times. The band seems inactive for the last 
few years. 

TH.RE.AT.: The Real Attack from Trikala were formed in 2002. They have released: «Oi! Resistance demo® (2004), 5 songs for the 
compilation «Blood&Honour Hellas Vol.1»(split cd, 2005), few non-released demo, «Trikala Skinheads® (cd, 2007) and have participated 
in the compilation «Sons Of Glory® (Germany). They still play in many lives, but have long time now that have played. No news at the 
moment. 

Last Attack: They have released the cd «Warfare way of Life®, while they had played in support to the Belgian band Les Vilains. Split 
up permanently. 

Straightline: A new and very promising band, having played recently together with Short Cropped as well as with Kommando Skin, 
with Brutal Attack of Ken, with 4-Aces and Timebombs. Also played in 1st Skinhead Festival Live made into Skinhouse Hellas, in a fest 
in Larissa city among other band too and last for the WPSD gig made in Germany together with band such: Murder in Society, Flak, 
Burning Hate and Inkubation and Painful Awakening. Band with professional style. One official release having an almost sold out. 
Title: “Act for a new generation “ and participated into the compilation dedicated for the occupied nationalists “Freedom,Liberte, Freiheit, 
Libertad”. Battle Dogs and Midland Rippers are another two projects of the guys of Skinhouse Hellas, mostly played as supporting bands to 
“Big ones”. No releases from both. 

Stavroforia: Created in March 2006 with members coming from the districts of Macedonia (Macedonia is only Greek, of course) and 
Thessalia, they have already recorded many brand new songs, while 2 of were included in the compilation «Hellas Skins®). An almost 
totally invisible cd waited for the last years from the fans of the band...They have played rpostly Lives together with big names of the 
scene in Skinhouse Hellas. Aggressive Oi!/RAC with lot of punk influence! Hellenic Stampers from Lamia have released a cd titled 
«Executioner» and recently one more, while they have played live many times, and Ametanoitoi! from the city of Kalamata have released 
the demo «1000 reasons®. They had made an announcement about a future release, but nothing yet. Just some promo songs at the 
moment. We wait... 


Back to the past, Cause of Honour have also released a few songs internationally since 2 of them were included in the compilation of 
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Nordisc Records (Nederlands) «We Will Never Die» Vol.2 in 1998. They threw a lot of gigs, the most famous of which being that in a club 
in Athens in 1993. On Blood & Honour Hellas’s initiative a great compilation was released, including many previously non-released songs 
of theirs, titled «Demos Rarities®, while the past few years one compilation more was added to the list, titled «Hellas Skins®. Recently, 
having totally new line-up, have become active again with the same name and their new official release is a fact. Again from 
Homo Superior Label from Poland under the same title. Rumors say that the 2d official compilation of B&H Hellas is on evolution stadium. 
We’ll see soon! 


During all this period, quite a few gigs have taken place in many different places all around Greece. Well, today the gigs are much 
better organized and take place much more frequently, especially thanks to Skinhouse Hellas, in Trikala, a great place for gigs made 
exclusively by skinheads for skinheads mostly. The first gig, presenting a foreign band was held and organized by the Hellenic section of 
Blood & Honour, on 8/8/2003 with No Surrender, Boiling Blood as hosts and Dutch Brigade M as guests. 


Many more special gigs, all over these years, have been held by the Hellenic section of Blood & Honour, the most memorable of which 
being: on 25/3/2004 in Athens, in honour of the Heroes of the epic National Revolution of 1821, and on 25/8/2004 in Lamia, presenting 
the Hellenic bands Th.re.at, No Surrender and Defamation playing in support to HOBBIT! Nevertheless, the Hellenic compilations 
claiming solidarity to our prosecuted comrades were really special and important, like the one titled «Rock for Fatherland® including many 
Hellenic bands, or the one titled «Oi! For the white race®! 

The gigs carry on, getting more and more well-organized thanks to many comrades and especially the comrades of the Skinhouse Crew, 
who are indisputably the top hosts and organizers of nationalist gigs in Greece! Here is a list of the gigs that have taken place at Skinhouse 
Hellas so far!

The history of Hellenic nationalist music scene is continued till now, with the upcoming compilation titled «Eleutheria - Freedom - Liberte - 
Freiheit - Libertad®, that is an effort on the initiative of foreign comrades in order to support in that way the Hellenic comrades and patriots 
who are victims of the state’s ideological oppression. It is but an effort to express via music and lyrics the fury and rage of a large scale of 
people for the pressure all patriots and nationalists in Greece and of course worldwide come in for. These last days, when suppression is 
becoming a boomerang against the state and the parastate and thousahds of people join the struggle to survive and fight for the honour 
of our nation, it seems more than ever necessary to express this rage through music.

Now it’s time for an interview with 
veterans of American scene - Rebel Hell 
■ Colonel Slanders and Zyklon Bill. 

1. Greetings! Rebel Hell is a true sabbath 
of musicians from bands such as Liber¬ 
ty 37 or Max Resist. How do you make 
it work, do you have time for concerts?! 

Colonel Slanders: we’ve been at this for a 
long time now. Fortunately bill has plethora 
of song ideas and the knowledge to know 
when certain styles are appropriate. He’s a 
true master of disguises musically speaking. 
As for me, well, I’m kind of an opinionated 
loud mouth with the desire to let the world 
know that I’m right, so there is a mountain 
of ideas to mine right there, loll We don’t get 
to play that many shows anymore and that’s 
ok. After more than 25 years of playing, it 
gets to be a bitch moving your shit up and 
down the stairs all the time! 

2. You've appeared on a split with polish 
band Obled lately. In my country they 
are both adored and hated. This is due 
to some controversies associated with 
the past drug problems of one of the 
members. I heard that in America there 
are some junkies among skinheads. Is it 
true? What’s your stand? 

Colonel Slanders: I personally don’t see 
much of that here in the U.S. I’m sure 
there are plenty of drug users within the 
movement, but since it is really frowned 
upon it would be very much “hidden” and 
not visible. The media here loves to make 
a lot of hay with the fact that whenever the 
system claims some white drug dealers are 
identified as being part of the movement, 
though even if they are it's marginal at best 
and don’t really associate if at all. They’ll 
(the media & the state) do anything they 
can to make their point (white = bad) to the 
average white dupe who listens to the jews 
media. I do imagine though that drugs will 


become a even bigger issue here in the 
U.S. as they become legal in more and 
more states over time. 

3. Your music is a mixture of all kinds of 
rock. Still i get the impression you play 
more in the European style. Any ideas 
where it might come from? Perhaps 
some inspirations? 

Colonel Slanders: Yes, we have a definite 
European style. We always have i think, 
probably because Bill has written most of 
our material over the years and we’ve both 
always preferred European bands to U.S. 
ones. Rebel Hell has been around long 
enough at this point that i think there are 
few real influences that make much impact 
on us anymore. I think we’ve developed our 
own style and aren’t trying to do something 
other than what we are. In our early days 
there was of course motorhead, but also 
discharge, gbh, english dogs, and u.k. 
bands like them. But also some metal stuff 
like Slayer, Venom and Amon Amarth that 
were coming from the Eddie 8. 

4. You've worked with many labels around 
the world, why is that? Do you face any 
problems in finding one record that would 
suit your expectations? 

Colonel Slanders: I’m not really sure why 
we’ve jumped around so much, partly it 
comes down to money (as always, and 
we get plenty of offers to do things) but, 
whoever has the cash to pay for things is 
usually the one who we work with. Nobody 
makes any money in this scene and I’m sure 
that contributes to the instability, especially 
here in the states. The European labels 
seem much more professional than the few 
that still exist here. 

5. Referring to the previous question, 
you've recorded materials for Panzer- 
faust. What’s happening with that label? 


6. What are your concert plans? I know 
you've played several gigs around USA. 
What about outside of your country? 
When will you visit Europe? I'm sure 
many comrades would like to see you 
live me among them:) 

Colonel Slanders: We would love to play in 
Europe again! Our last show there (at veneto 
fest) was a tremendous success and the 
vfs guys took incredible care of us. We are 
hoping to work something out to get over to 
Europe later this year. 

7. What is the current situation in 
USA? Is the white movement making 
any progress? Do you back up any 
organizations? Why in the world did a 
nigger become president? You're rather 
a conservative country.. What the hell? 
We have a good joke about this - the 
white house is no more since there is a 
black barrack instead. 

Colonel Slanders: While i’m loathe to act 
as a naysayer, the situation here is not 
good. Any (mistaken, by the way) hopes for 
progress that some had after the disgraceful 
anointing of obummer as the h.ni.c., have 
predictably come to naught. While it’s still a 
question if he has satisfied his masters 
enough to be re-appointed, I have not noticed 
much of an increase in white racial identity. 
If anything, it might be a little worse. One 
of the reasons that chump (chimp?!) Was 
selected was that many whites felt “we have 
to show the world that we are not racist” and 
pathetically they still think that way. Black 

barracks indeed.! As to the assertion that 

America is rather conservative? The truth 
is, it ain’t. America is essentially a nation of 
drunken negro-jock sniffing sports fans who 
worship at the throne of their isreali masters. 

8. I've heard you're preparing a new 
material. Any details? Tell us something 
about it, do you have a label already? 
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Colonel Slanders: Besides the 'A dozen 
or so songs we’ve gotten recorded in the 
last year for the split we did with Obled and 
Nowy Lad and a comp, we’ve got probably 
4-5 more right now just about ready to go 
and are hoping to be ready to record our 
6th album this summer. We are trying some 
different things now days with tunings and 
the like, but still, i think the material will be 
within our sandbox, so to speak. On top of 
that, bill seems to be more interested in 
metal music these days so I’m sure that will 
have some effect on the material. Plus we’re 
getting more contributions from Eddie 8 and 
fester. On my end of things, i suppose you’ll 
see more of a racially identifiable bent to the 
lyrics, continuing what i did on the last al¬ 
bum. While nothing has been decided label- 
-wise, we do have some open offers for our 
next release and as we get closer to recor¬ 
ding it those issues will become concrete. 

9. The birth ratio of white children is 
sinking, on the contrary of the colorful. 
Why? Are the days of white man in 
us counted? Not much time left to do 
something about it, don't you think? 


Colonel Slanders: Racial identity is 
something that for all practical purposes 
doesn’t exist here. Most white folk refuse 
to self-identify as white or worse, they 
cheerfully collaborate in their own racial 
destruction. Sadly the homelands in Europe 
seem to be in a similar situation. I often 
despair that there are not enough of us left 
who have the stomach to do what is needed 
to stave off our doom at the hands of the 
dark races of the world. 

10. Europe has signed many economical 
pacts late of, which are meant to turn 
the ue (sic!) Into a supreme country - 
competition for USA. Do you speak/hear 
about it in your country? 

Colonel Slanders: Really the biggest issue 
Americans hear about in Europe these days 
is the economic problems within the E.U. 
(Greece, Spain, Ireland, etc.) and people 
just hope the fallout won’t bury us with them. 

11. Our magazine will be released in 
English, but since I’m polish, I’m curious 
■ did you ever try polish vodka? 


Hangover afterwards? Heh? 

Zyklon Bill: I love polish potato vodka. 
Luksusowa is the brand I drink most often, 
it’s not so bad on the hangovers... 

12. You can hear various old school 
influences in your music, I personally 
hear motorhead. Does that name ring 
any emotional bell in you? So far I know 
Lemmy used to be friends with ISD. 

Colonel Slanders: Obviously there's a 
big influence from a musical stand point. 
With Lemmy not so much. The days of his 
association with ISD are long past, what 
with his supposed negro girlfriends and his 
constant apologizing for collecting German 
war memorabilia. And to think!, motorhead’s 
first album has a swastika that is clearly 
visible, embedded on one of the spikes of 
their “warpig” logo!!!! 

13. Do you think mixing religion and 
politics is right? In Europe pagan 
skinheads are strongly against 
Christianity. What about the states? 
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Colonel Slanders: I don't think there is any 
getting away from mixing the two. I mean 
politics and religion serve the same master 
- as a guide on how people should get along 
together in a society. One springs from the 
other really, and your point of view on various 
issues really does come from whatever 
your philosophical views are. That said, there 
doesn’t seem to be much of a rift between 
pagans & Christians here in the states at least 
among racialists. It's just not much of an 
issue. There are, relatively speaking, fewer 
acknowledged pagans around (at least 
amongracialists) and i think most brothers 
tend to follow the age-old tradition of not 
caring either way. There is however quite 
a lot of rancor aimed at Christians from just 
about every corner here though, including 
pagans but particularly commie leftists.

"We are united again" was Your debut material. It turned out to be a music | 
I bomb. After such an successful start, You've recorded further two albums. 
Last of them was released around 7 years ago. Why did You take such a 
long break from recording? 




It seems like it takes that long for me to write one song, haha! Really, It was because of what happened to Panzerfaust and it's owner An¬ 
thony. There has been a lot said about what went on and a lot of rumors, so I'll tell you what I know... Panzerfaust was the BEST American 
t right wing record lable in the world, since then and even till this day and yes, that includes Resistance! It was started by Ed from Bound 
For Glory back in 1997 or 1998,1 think. Anthony was one of their best distributers and him and Ed became friends. Anthony was a "talker" 
and could sell ice sickles to an Eskimo! Ed put him in charge and because of his friendly attitude and also, not to mention, he had money 
to back them if need be. Anthony's family were realtors and sold "high-end" houses to the rich and famous in a very affluent neighborhood 
in Santa Barbara California. You can go there to this day and find "Peirpont Avenue"! anyway, under Anthony's direction, Panzferfaust 
became home, liturally and figuratively because of the apartment buildings Anthony owned. Panzerfaust also became the record lable to the 
"Orange County" bands, Youngland, Extreme Hatered, Final War, and Aggressive Force! Not to mention all of the greatest bands around! 

Panzerfaust took on a guy named "Byron" who used to run all of the I.T. stuff for Resistance who was a good guy but I think it was the 
beginning of the end for Anthony and Panzerfaust. Some say that this guy started out to take over Anthonys position at Panzerfaust 
but I don't think that is neccessarily true. He kept telling me how he was sent Anthonys bithcertificate from Mexico, (does Mexico 
even issue birth certificates? Do they even know how to use a pen and paper?) This was a rumor that had been going on for years 
but Panzerfaust never let it get out until Byron got hired on. (Anthony was adopted by the Peirpont family.) But That is not what did 
him in and Panzerfaust. The FBI had been keeping very close track of Anthony and Panzerfaust (all the bands had to file W2 forms 
to pay taxes on the money they made from their CD's which was a joke because nobody made any! Anthony had charged tens of 
thousands of dollars on his own credit cards to keep the lable going. We WOULD get a little money here and there. I can remember 
getting new speakers for my guitar amplifier just before going to record.) recorded their phone calls, watched the appartment complex 
the lable was run out of and recorded all of the email. Guess Anthony was involved with some sort of "Sex Ring" through the internet 
and would correspond with other members about some trips he would take to other countries to vist the Brothels. Which 
.probably wouldn't have "killed" the lable but the FBI sent Byron a copy of his round trip ticket to Thailand or the Phillipines of some other 
non-white shit hole like that. They also sent Byron copies of his emails to others "perverts" of this sex ring talking about this trip. I won't go into 
detail about those emails but it was all Byron needed to de-throne Anthony, that and the "Mexican birth certificate" story that he 
^just couldn't let go. He contacted every single band on the lable and I heard that one of the bands threatened to "come down there

Thom Robbs group out of Harrison, Arkansas under the title "The Knights of the Ku Klux Klan". in order to move up ranks,-tRey ask { 
you to write papers on different issues regarding crime, gun control, race and freedom. I earned my way up to the title of^Page". 

I was satisfied for a while even though the only contact they ever had with anyone is when they wanted money. I remember getting 
a letter in the mail about how one of their guys that answers phones and does office work ran up a $600 phone bill witfil 
some "questionable" calls. I sent in extra money from time to time but started to notice that this is all that ever goes on. Qne| 
year I drove from California to Tennessee, about 3,000km, to attend a Klan rally. I met a guy from Ohio and we got along really^ 
good because he had just started up a band too. One day he sent me an email telling me how proud he was that in his state he had:: 
organized about 50 people into Thom Robbs orginazation and they would have monthly meetings and cross burnings and what-not^ 
When Thom Robb found out about this, he told them to stop immediately because they had to have the approval from headquarters!:; 
The guy told Thom That he didn't need approval from anyone and so the guy started up his own Klan group. In America anyone can get 
a couple guys together and call themselves "The Klan". After the FBI came down on them back in the 60's they decided to not have any 
ONE leading group but rather a bunch of small individual groups so if one got busted, they wouldn't all go down again. Thom Robb lost 
yearly dues from 50 members! I ended up leaving to when I had to keep calling them to send me a membership renewal form and they 
never did. I realized that these guys were ONLY in it so they didn't have to work and get a real job and do some hard work like a real men! 
WCOTC and Matt Hale are good friends with Youngland too. He is doing time right now over a court battle against a judge that awarded " 

. a southern church the use of the name World Church of the Creator. He was found guilty of making death threats against that judge.

Do you have any contact with them? 


,F s or this interview I have tried to give detailed answers but for this question I have to give a short one because I don't know of any Polish 
tWfegroups or organizations out here. At least in California. Maybe we can change that! 







Welcome. My name and age are of lesser importance. I have been 
member of TCM for a little bit over three years now, and we can say 
Creativity returned to Poland on the day I became a Creator. I have 
focused my activity mostly on translation of good literature that may 
enlighten minds of white people of my homeland. At first I created 
new website for Polish TCM chapter which doesn’t make as much 
negative impressions and associations with Nazism among visitors 
as websites run by our predecessors in WCOTC times. 
Simultaneously I decided to finish translation of “The White Man’s 
Bible” once started by the people who were expanding Creativity in 
Poland some years ago. However, after few months and reading of 
“Nature’s Eternal Religion" I realized that this book is much more 
important and basic so I started it’s translation. Soon I gathered few 
additional people who helped me with that project. We successfully 
translated whole “Nature’s Eternal Religion” and are planning to 
release it in paper format in future. Meanwhile me and one more 
member of TCM started a cooperation with NOP (National Rebirth of 
Poland - Polish nationalist party) member on translation of “Jewish 
Supremacism” book by David Duke. Approximately 40 per cent 
of that one has been translated so far. Hopefully also that book 
will be available in paper format one day. TCM is also working on 
“Salubrious Living” book translation and we are planning to translate 
“March of the Titans - a history of the white race” by Arthur Kemp 
and “Erectus walks amongst us - the evolution of modern humans” 
by Richard Fuerle in future. So, these are our basic goals and 
projects. Aside of that we try to be active locally, i.e. sticker/flyer 
actions and we have some ideas how we could use mainstream 
(Jewish) media to spread our message and advertise TCM 
among their listeners/spectators so we could gain more members. 


you sure are aware that it makes people think at first of Creativity 
on similar level as Christianity or even a sect rather than a 
doctrinal institution. Don’t you personally think it’s a “scare 
off’’? 

The problem is Christ-insanity polluted white man’s mind so much, 
that he doesn't realize what exactly religion is. Average white man 
thinks, that religion equals “beliefs” in some blurry “ghosts” and 
supernatural powers and/or creatures. This applies to both Christian 
and so called Pagan religion and this is utterly false. Religion is first 
and foremost a set of moral values (socio-ethic system) that draw 
people’s life path and secondly is attempt to explain the origin of 
the world, man, and purpose of life. Just take a look at Talmudic 
Judaism for a moment, because history teaches us that this religion 
is very useful for the Jewish race that practice it. Israeli government 
statistics say 85 per cent of Israelis don’t believe in god. All Jewish 
Communists such as Marx, Lenin, Trotsky, Kaganovich etc. didn’t 
believe in god at all. Yet all Jewish Communists and all Israeli 
citizens are loyal followers of the Talmudic Judaism (what makes 
them religious people) for Talmud is their real holy book. It lays down 
the line for the destruction of the Gentile peoples of the world with 
all its wealth, the enslavement of all peoples. It basically contains 
all the Jewish laws in their relationships between each other, and 
also in relationship of the Jews towards the Gentiles. The Talmud 
also contains much detailed advice about the use of fruits, seeds, 
herbs, trees, etc. It goes into much detail about Jewish festivals, 
about when they are to begin, when they are to be ended and how 
they are to be celebrated. It has a voluminous amount of law treating 
the subject of marriage, and repudiation of wives, their duties, 
relationships, sickness and many other subjects in this field. The 
fields that it covers is almost unlimited. It takes in the penalties 
and compensations in regards to damages, It makes a big to do 
about sacrifices and sacred rites and holy days. It also goes into 
the subject of purifications in great detail. The Talmud further goes 
into great length about the laws themselves. It has a treatment 
of laws concerning buying and selling, laws concerning real 
estate and commerce. It goes into the treatment of courts and their 
proceedings and the punishment of capital crimes. It also deals the 
different kinds of oaths and the breaking thereof. It has a collection 
of traditional laws and decisions gathered from the testimonies of 
their distinguished scholars and Jewish teachers. As we can see, 
for the Jews Talmud is the real guide of life. It is practical and doesn't 
contain much of those biblical hocus-pocus stories. Here lies the 
secret of their high religiousness. Our religion, Creativity, is in sense 
something like Talmudic Judaism, only for whites exclusively. Our 
creed is ethnocentric and very practical guide of life, explains 
origin of human races and the purpose of life and thus it is a religion. 
Our founder, Ben Klassen, said many times that the main problem 
we face is straightening out the white man’s thinking. Once this is 
accomplished and white man understands what religion really is, 
the “scare off’ problem is over as well as “sect” label problem 
is over, for definition says sect is a faction of existing religion while 
Creativity isn’t a faction of any other religion. 


2. What is the reason behind calling the organization a religion, 3. Is Creativity strict towards members? Reading about 
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its history and rules, I got such impression. 

I’m not sure what do you understand by this. We have some basic 
requirements. To be a Creator you have to be white and straight, 
think I don't have to explain this. Moreover, you can’t be a follower 
of any other religion and you have to prove this. Activist is the one 
whom we value, thus one activist is worth more for us than twenty 
extras “members” who prefer doing nothing. We prefer people who 
doesn’t use alcohol, tobacco and other drugs (Yes, let’s be honest, 
these ARE drugs. Personally, I have been “straight edge” for nearly 
two years now, and that was our positive creed that helped me to 
stop using those toxins and start a new chapter of my life.), although 
it is not a mandatory to be completely out of it to be a Creator. 
However, we believe in a sound mind in sound body in a sound 
society in a sound environment, so we would love to see healthy and 
fit white people not only mentally free of superstitions and gullibility 
butalso physically free of any kind of drugs. Naturally, being a Creator 
you have to follow the Sixteen Commandments of Creativity. 

4. The Creativity movement seems to look up at the US a lot, 
but isn’t the situation in Europe different? I mean it is really 
hard to overcome the national and cultural heritage as well 
as some antypathys that grew over hound rets of years... and 
race seems to be not enough reason to unite them. Further 
more nationalism cultivted among European countries (more 
or less) makes unity difficult and being a patriot is something 
as much important as protecting our precious race. Does 
Cretivity and you personal found any solution for this problem ? 

First off, we do not “look at US a lot” at all. Our literature is very 
universal, far more universal than any other “holy books” around, 
and one just have to read it to understand it. (I encourage you to 
do so!) Some tasks (like nigger problem or taking non-white races’ 
soil are shown on the American example, since it was the best 
known example to discuss, but you can easily find a parallel 
between those examples and other white countries in modernity and 
future. Again, we face here the problem of ages of judeo-christian 
brainpollution, because most of today people (even those 
supposedly “racially conscious”!) don't really know what race is and 
what is the difference between race, ethnicity and nationality. Those 
who cannot really tell what hides under those names shall read 
chapter one of “March of the Titans” as soon as possible. Some 
nationalists claim there exist Slavonic race, Germanic race etc, 
confusing ethnicity with race. To make long story short - race is 
biological creation, while ethnicity and nationality are cultural 
products of particular racial groups. It is race what produces nations. 
We cannot say all white nations together constitute the white 
race. Nations can come and go (like white Sumerians, Egyptians, 
Romans etc.) but as long as race lives it can produce, divide or 
merge them. Once particular race is perished, all nations which 
evolved from it fall into oblivion as well. Here we meet another 
Christian lie - that basically our (whites) history starts after the fall 
of Western Roman Empire. Our roots are buried deep in the past. 
The white race is 40.000 years old while Christ-insanity has been 
existing for about 1.700 years now. Let’s be serious, my friends. 


Right now our main homeland is Europe, however it didn’t look so 
at our very beginning - we came from Western Asia and settled in 
Europe, Middle East and North Africa. We reached Americas long 
before coloreds, Leif Eriksson and Columbus. We started ancient 
Indian and Chinese civilizations. So - it doesn’t really matter where 
do we live at the moment or what languages do we speak. We used 
to be called Sumerians, Egyptians and Phoenicians. Roman nation 
existed for a millennium and perished, because Romans didn’t 
realized the value of their race. Right now we are Australians, Poles, 
Afrikaners, Argentineans and others. Who knows what white nations 
will exist in future? The main problem is our survival, and to survive 
we must unite, for we are quickly dying minority on this very planet 
- our only home. What differs us, Creators, from nationalists is we 
observe history and take lessons of it, looking mainly in the future, 
while they look mainly in the past (like territorial disputes, religious 
bloodbaths for instance). For us celebrating national holidays 
(which most often are dates of white on white conflicts) is not as 
important as straightening thinking of our people. We propose to 
start a new era in the white man’s history. That means putting the 
factor that unites us all high above everything else, and that factor 
is our common racial heritage, of course. It doesn’t equal liquidation 
of national cultures nor shifting present borders, but ending up 
with this suicidal, Jew-nursed chauvinism which weakens us and 
strengthens all those mud invaders. If we don’t stop this idiotic 
conflicts and don’t focus on fighting common enemy, those territories 
which are disputable for present European nationalists will be 
disputable for niggers and Muslims in near future. Also, I’d like to 
say that nationalistic approach is quite imperfect on the matter of 
racial separatism, which is the only rational method of white race’s 
preservation. Let me make this clear - history teaches us that in 
countries like Greece, Portugal, Spain, Italy, Romania and Balkan 
countries white racial gene pool was corrupted by non-white 
invaders during their occupation of these lands. Today we can 
see people that are considered to be Greeks, Spaniards, Italians, 
Romanians etc. but the fact is they are mongrels with Turkish, nigger 
and Gypsy blood running in their veins. DNA and IQ tests are 
sufficient evidences here. I do not say that all Italians or Greeks etc. 
are non-whites, of course, but there is many of them and nationalists 
from those countries accept them as their fellow kinsmen (we 
can see some of them in CasaPound or Hrysi Avgi for instance), 
while we, Creators, say that they are not of our blood and ought 
to be geographically separated from white people as much as all 
other non-whites. Yes, race is wider than borders and we shall not 
forget about Albanians or some white people living in the present 
Turkey territory or in the other Middle East countries- not all of 
them are of non-white heritage. From racial point of view some of 
them are pure white people and if only they do not support hostile 
Islamic ideology (i.e. are not ethnically related to the non-whites), 
they should be accepted among white people in the future. 

5. What do you think of European Union? 

EU is Communism 2.0. There is plenty examples - it is under control 
of Jews and Zionists; it supports multiculturalism; indoctrinates 
youth; controls and censors the media (right now also the Internet); 
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generates more and more poverty while “the elites” are getting richer 
every day (we could call it neo-Marxism); and brutally represses 
the dissidents. To sum up - EU is anti-white to the core. I suppose 
you think we believe in the same kind of utopia since we preach 
world wide racial unity, but I must categorically deny it. Our vision 
of united Europe is different. It is not Europe without borders and 
nationalities, but rather Europe as reflection of Ancient Roman 
Empire - with stable leadership principle instead of blurry 
“democratic” totalitarianism; as an union of national states with their 
own cultures, borders and currency; with Latin instead of English 
as international language, and free market instead of neo-soviet 
collectivism. However, we do not want any hegemony of one 
white nation above another neither we don’t want to repeat the 
biggest Roman mistake, i.e. assimilation of mud races and living 
under unnatural Christ-insanity that led to their extinction. 

6. Politics and religion have 
been now days one of the bigest 
problem, also We - European 
folk tend to rate personal 
interest much higher than the 
interest of Our race - but that’s 
relatively short sight and 
seeing how the sitution 
evolutes We should be lo¬ 
oking much further than that to 
protect generations not only 
ourselves. How do You see this 
problem and what state has 
Creativity towards it? 

Yes, that is true. As I said above, 
our creed is a guide of life, and 
our literature explains solution for the problems like this one, among 
others. I suggest your readers to check out our books. 

7. Its been always individuals to take the leadership but 
also individuals and greed lead to eventual destruction and 
corruption, how do You deal with overambicious people and 
protect Yourself from it? What does the hierarchy among 
members look like? 

TCM is non-profit religious movement. Creators are volunteers 
to our cause and cannot expect any material profits. We exclude 
insincere and dishonest people from our ranks. TCM structure 
is hierarchical. The world wide leader is Pontifex Maximus (“The 
highest priest” - term coming from Roman Empire times); under 
him are National Directors, State Directors, County Directors and 
City Directors. Basic church structure is called primary group, and it 
consists two to five members. All details on that you can find in the 
“Creator’s Manual”. Since rev. Matt Hale imprisonment TCM hasn’t 
had Pontifex Maximus. 

8. Going back to the US aside of freedom of speech, most 
powerful institutions are in the hands of jews, and the bound 


with israel is strong, also the numbers of trash is depressing 
and sadly the position of WP movements seem not to have 
much autority and power to deal with it- numbers of white folk 
is decreasing. Also evangelic church collects many fanatics 
creating an army against muslims but as well brainwashing 
people. What do you think about it? 

The triangle of power, that is government, media and banking 
system are in the hands of the Jews/Zionists virtually in every white 
country, not only in the US and I could quote here Sikorski or 
Bartoszewski (both are Zionists, of course) remarks or German 
policy towards Israel as good examples, but that would be a 
waste of space. They can be rather easily found in the Internet. 
The fact Christian churches are confusing it’s followers is nohil 
novi. Christianity was created to confuse and divide white people 
and many historical examples show us it succeed on that. You 

mentioned “brainwashing” notion 
and I’d like to expose Jewish 
hoax of this term in here. Ben 
Klassen rightly remarked that 
the term “brainwash” would 
mean cleansing the brain while 
“brainpollution” is polluting 
the mind with harmful trash, 
like unnatural Christian “good 
advices” oranti-white Communist, 
Afrocentrist and Egalitarian 
doctrines. As for the American 
WP movements, I am not the 
one who should judge them, 
since I am a Pole and have 
never been on the other side of 
Atlantic Ocean. I can only say, that 
sadly low-lifes are attracted to pro-white cause all over the world. 

9. Standing against religion is making foes among own race, 
shouldn’t we try to compromise at least for now, unite Our 
forces? Most Christians for example are ironically against 
jews, against muslims, gays and cultivate tradicionalism. 

Are you suggesting we stand against religion? We are all FOR 
religion - the only racial religion white man ever has had. We stand 
against everything that internally divides our race. As I said before, 
religion is not “believing in spooks” at all (even if many people tend 
to think so), but guide of life and set of moral values. Christians may 
hate us because we do expose the hoax of their unnatural creed, 
but facta loquuntur - Christianity has been main divisive factor of 
white people ever. Christians are the most divided group among 
whites (despite Christianity is a multicultural doctrine, of course), 
so maybe they should start building unity from themselves? Aside 
of very few circles, you can hardly see any “unity” among people 
who call themselves “Pagans” too. The main reason is there is no 
monolithic religious literature and most of claim to believe in all these 
fables only “because these were beliefs of our ancestors”. Art for an 
art... You mentioned traditionalism. Well, most of our “traditional” 












or “conservative” values sprout up Christian teachings, so we just 
cannot accept them. This way of thinking leads white nationalist 
to such absurd practices like feeding niggers and gooks or hailing 
and “praying for” Gaddafi who was an anti-white commie terrorist 
and supporter of islamisation of Europe. As I explained in the first 
question, we extended our hand to Christians so we could together 
translate the book of a (Christian) nationalist. Fields of cooperation 
are limited simply because our morality differs a lot. I wouldn’t refuse 
help of a white man in need if he was a Christian or Pagan or an 
Atheist, nevertheless I won’t stop fighting moral systems of these 
religions because they are either harmful or useless for our folk 
and this has to stop once and for all if we want to survive, dominate 
on this planet and explore and colonize the Universe in the future. 

10. What do you think about masons? 

They’re anti-white Jewish agents. Anders Breivik is a perfect 
example. 

11. Is Creativity avoiding politics or do you support some 
movements? 

In strict political terms, Creativity could be considered as racial 
socialism (see chapter twenty seven of “Nature’s Eternal Religion”), 
but yes - we avoid politics, although in some aspects we may support 
our local fellow nationalists. Rev. Matt Hale wrote an article entitled 
“The foolishness of voting”. The main message, of course, is: “if 
elections would change anything, they would be forbidden”. That’s 
whatwe believe in. I will quote here a part of “The White Man’s Bible” 
which pursues that subject: “There are several reasons why we are 
convinced that we must have a religious base rather than a political 
party to do the job. (a) Religion embraces just about every aspect 
of a people's life — economics, morals, customs, law, government, 
education, eugenics, and above all, in our religion, the survival, 
expansion and advancement of our own race, (b) A political party 
on the other hand, has a much narrower base, (c) Politics has a 
weaker appeal to an individual's loyalty, (d) Religion on the other 
hand, has a much deeper and profound influence on the entire 
course of his life, (e) Furthermore, history shows that religions can 


and do last for thousands of years, whereas practically any other 
human organization, whether it be government, nations, financial 
corporations, political parties, or whatever, are relatively short-lived, 
some of them existing for a few years or even less, and then fading 
from the scene. Of the thousands of political parties that have come 
and gone, few have lasted longer than perhaps fifty years and very 
few longer than a hundred years. In contrast to this, the Jews' 
Mosaic religion has lasted for several thousand years and been the 
keystone of the survival of the Jewish race, not to mention the 
horribly destructive ramifications in the lives and destruction of 
other nations.” 

12. Media lies and manipulation, trends are killing our culture 
and isolating children or indoctrinating them is not always 
enough, what plan has Creativity to fight against massculture? 
Do you have any prevention methods? 

Once there is more of us - racial loyalists, we are able to start 
our own free media. Until then our advice is simple - we have to 
talk to people, expose them mechanisms of medial manipulation 
and school indoctrination, persuade them termination of medial 
brainpollution and promote our literature and positive, healthy way 
of living and family life until it becomes a fashion. 

13. It looks like our race is facing much more problems than 
extinction, We need something bigger than few organizations, 
how to unite them, to overcome ambition? 

Our extinction is our biggest problem. If it won’t be solved all others 
won't be either. We need more white children, each couple should 
have at least three. Read our holy books, straighten outyourthinking, 
join us and help us start a new era in the white man’s history. 

14. Do you have anything else to add? Perhaps something to 
encurage people to join you or some stereotypes to break?

■ Pure Impact 

1. Pure Impact exists for some time now, how do you 
remember the time you started this adventure? 

Pure Impact has been around since 1984. It started out as a 
fanzine done by a friend who has long retired from the scene. 
In the early days of Pure Impact, I helped him out with some 
interviews and translations. When - after 5 issues - he gave up 
due to a lack of time, I stepped in and took over the fanzine. 

I kept doing the zine till 1995 and then decided that it was time 
to move on to something else. There were more professional 
looking fanzines coming up, and I felt I could never compete 
with that, and on the other hand, there were not many labels 
putting out quality releases. So I started up the label, but a 
label without a distro is not viable, so that was started up 
immediately as well. It's not the most prolific label, only about 
50 releases in 16 years, but that's all I can afford and have the 
time for since I have a full-time job besides Pure Irppact. 

2. About the previous question, you’re already past your 
rookie period on the scene, also you’re getting older do you 
still read any meaning to your activity? 


There are quite a few Oi! concerts in Belgium, I would say 1 
every 2 months on average, which is not bad for a small country. 
Most take place at the skinhead pub The Moloko, and there 
are of course also the Live & Loud Festivals, which are being 
organised since 1989. There are no RAC gigs anymore 
I think. There were a lot in the past, but they attracted so much 
attention from the press and the antifa that they have been 
banned now. things have calmed down a lot in that aspect. In 
any case, there has never been a big RAC scene in Belgium, 
most here are old-school UK-type skins from the early 80's. 

• poalitics have never played a major role, although it is clear 
where most stand. 

4. At this time HATE CORE is taking over, how do you 
personally see the agony of OI scene? What reason do 
you see behind? Even though there are many devoted 
OI fans, do you think that H8 CORE will eventully 
dominate the scene or will they coexist peacefully? 

Tough question. For Belgium it's easy, there are no hatecore 
bands here and very few bands of the genre. I do like some 
classic skinhead hatecore like Nordic Thunder, No Alibi and Blue 
Eyed Devils, but I don't really feel a connection to the NSHC 
scene, which has not much in common with being skinhead 
I think. The bands might be good, to excellent even, but for me it's 
a different scene. I don't think hatecore will take over, definitely 
not the Oi! scene, but not even the RAC scene. I think it will just 
remain a different musical style within that scene, coexisting with 
the other styles. 

5. PURE IMPACT delights us with great music for years, 
what is the reason that labels such as yours exist and work 
fine while others disappear after one or two releases? What 
makes the big difference? 

I think there's only one reason why labels like Pure Impact 
survive, and that is hard work and discipline. A lot of people think 
it's easy to run a label and that it's a fast way to wealth, but it's 
just the opposite. You have to do it because for love of the music 
and the scene.

Sadly enough, opposed to before, people 
moving don't want to integrate anymore, especially not in Europe, 
thanks to our liberal governments. In Brussels for example 
50 - 60% is not even of Belgian origin anymore and it obviously 
has serious social effects. Brussels has become a bi-polar city 
of rich Eurocrats and poor African / Muslim immigrants. It's not 
a city you feel at home in as a Belgian, not anymore at least. 

7. What are your future plans? What surprises have you 
prepared for your listeners? 

There is a new Stormwatch album due out this spring, it's being 
recorded at this very moment. The band is busy recording the 
last few bits. It will feature the best songs off their 2 albums 
and a couple of new tracks. Their old albums are classics, but 
suffered of poor production. The band has gotten a lot better 
.since technically, and are now also taking their time for the 
recordings. The result should set a new standard for US Oil That 
is about all I have planned so far. I'm not sure Pure Impact will be 
around much longer. The illegal downloads are killing the labels. 
What the state couldn't kill, we are doing it ourselves. Spending 
money on studio time for bands, paying bands and pressing 
CD's and finally not breaking even anymore is not a lot of fun. 

I get lots of mails from bands that would like to record, but 
no-one can do it anymore. Think before you download!!! 

8. Its interesting how you work on label - band level, is it 
pure business or a pact between friends? 

Definitely not pure business. I only work with band I personally 
like and where I can associate myself with the band members. 
Maybe I should have run it a bit more business-like to make it 
bigger and more solid financially, but that's just not the way I am. 

9. Have you discovered lately some unknown talented 
bands that might shake the scene in near future? 

I think there are a lot of good bands, like Skinfull who are on Pure 
Impact and who are really making a name for themselves in the 
scene. What I am missing though is really innovative, exciting 
new bands that could give the scene a boost again, like it was 
the case with the Bohse Onkelz, later Storkraft, then Bound For 
Glory. Kill Baby Kill was maybe the closest thing to it, but they 
came to an untimely end as you all know. The musical Oi! scene 
suffers from the same problem, and there things are even harder 
as everything's been divided in different - political - factions and 
hardly any band manages to cover the whole spectrum anymore. 

I would say Cock Sparrer is the kind of the band that is still liked by 
all, but you can hardly consider them an unknown or new talent. 

10. Its obvious you can’t feast on music only, how do you 
spend your free time? Some hobbies, other passions? How 


about a quik pick into your life behind the scenes? 

There is not much to say there, because between Pure Impact 
and my normal job, I work 18 hours per day also on weekends. 
It doesn't leave any free time at all. The only thing I try to do still 
is take 2 short holidays abroad per year. Travelling and visiting 
friends abroad is my major interest, mountain biking too, but I 
just don't have the time for it anymore. 

11. Thanks for the interview - how about few words to our 
readers. 

First of all, thank you for giving me the opportunity of 
answering these questions. My best regards to all readers, 
and to all friends of Pure Impact, past, present and future! And, 
support the bands and people that keep the scene going, be it 
bands, gig organizers, fanzines or labels. All are essential, and 
without support, it will all disappear.

■ Now something more relaxing. Do You listen to any Polish WP bands? What is Your opinion about “Powrot na Front" from 
Obled and what do You think about current activity of Adam from ex. Kxx- projects like S.O.L., Contra Boys etc.? 

That’s a good question. I believe everybody has the right to stand up and fight on. Many have fallen, but only few have made it back to 
the top, I think it doesn’t matter how low you fall - its important what you represent once you stand up... On the other hand I understand 
Adam, who had enough of all the gossip and intrigues, so he chose his own path away from the scene, which doesn’t mean he betrayed 
the ideas, even though many think that way . All he ever did is priceless and I personally don’t believe in rumors about him. About the 
mentioned projects, Adam always had wide horizons and a strong linking towards hooligan music, he was always like this. Besides a 
measure of an artist is the ability to bring ideas and projects to life. 

Referring to the previous question, I’d like to focus on Contra Boys. Are Silesia fans also fans of Contra? 

So far I know most of them are. It’s a typical hooligan music, without philosophical divagations. I know many people accuse Adam of 
leaving the ideas behind, but then again this project was meant to be that way - strong, aggressive and bald. 

I’d ask some more questions but we ran out of paper :). Thanks for the conversation and the ever fallowing sentence - 
Few words to our readers. 

Don’t get fooled by liars. All the rumors only divide the scene. Standing against each other We’ll never achieve anything and our true

Now an interview with one of the most famous and oldest 
bands on the scene ■ Bound For Glory 

1. Hail Ed! BFG exists already 23 years, thats a long time. 
What are your feelings / reflections when you think about 
your band? What where the most important moments? 

It has been quite the ride. Many things have changed over the 
years from the music to us as individuals. And I would say it is 
almost unfair saying we were a band for that long when we went 
on a long spell of inactivity. Personal lives and family had to take 
precedence over everything else. 

I would say everything we have experienced, from the places 
we have played to the individuals we have met have been 
importantmomentsforus.(betheygoodorbetheybad)Welearned 
from many things and seem to have persevered with still a bit of 
sanity left:) 

2. I can imagine you’ve been asked about this a lot, but 
still. A really important period for BFG was the year 1993, 
the time when Erik Banks was murdered. Could you tell 
Me what exactly happened? Where the responsible ones 
punished? What influence had this tragic incident on the 
band and your music? 

It is a real long story as to what brought Erik to Portland on that 
New Years night. But to sum it up, he was on his way to Alaska 
to work on a fishing boat to make money to put down on a house 
for his family. You have to be tough and willing to work hard to 
take a job like this. It is a dangerous job, but it pays out well. 
He saw that as an opportunity to make enough money to buy 
a house for his family. While on his way to Alaska, he stopped 
off at some friends/associates in Portland. They were getting 


harassed by the local communist/leftist types. These individuals 
knew where Eriks friends lived and they had been battling with 
them. One guy that lived at the house got a harassing call and 
told the leftists that I will meet you anywhere/anytime and the 
leftists told him to go to the supermarket. Son the angry guy 
went to the supermarket out of rage and tired of the harassment 
by himself, Erik and some other guys would not let him go alone 
and followed him in their car. Upon getting to the store, the 
leftists got out of their car, and one of the guys had a SKS and 
fired some rounds at the car. When Erik lifted his head to see 
what was going on, he caught a bullet in the eye. The shooter 
was arrested and given a 5 year sentence, they claimed his shot 
was only meant to be a warning shot, but is it not normal to fire a 
round in the air if it is a warning shot?? Had it been the other way 
around, there would have been a life sentence given, or perhaps 
even the death sentence. 

Around the time of Eriks death, we were almost finished as a 
band. Our drummer had moved away and back then it was nearly 
impossible to find a replacement. So, we were pretty much 
finished, and then this happened. Well we ended up reaching 
out and found a drummer from about 2000 kilometers away that 
was willing to fly out and play with us. And with this loss of our 
friend, we were spurred on to continue. And what came out of 
us was a little album called "The Fight Goes On". I think you can 
hear and feel the anger and emotion that went into that album. 
It was a sign of our times!! 

3. Ed, you’re one of the best (if not the best) guitarists 
on the scene. How long do you play? What were your 
inspirations? Did artists like Eddie Van Halen or Tony lommi 
had any influence on you? Got any idols? 

You are much too kind!! I just let my heart do the talking and 
the fingers do the walking :) It was actually Randy Rhoads that 
got me into playing guitar. I remember hearing his solo work on 
Ozzy Osbournes "Blizzard of Oz" and "Diary of a Madman" and 
I was absolutely blown away. If he were still alive, I can't even 
imagine how good he would have been!! I was raised and come 
from a classical music background. His leadwork was like taking 
classical music"to a new level. He is the one that inspired me to 
play guitar!!! 

4. America is a land made of different opinions, contrasts 
and often radical movements. Does your music find many 
recipients out in this “jungle”? How can music support 
great ideas? Is this a good way of spreading ideology in 
your country? 

I really don't look at music these days as spreading "ideology". 
It is what it is, just music. But what you could say is that music 
does create opinions. Just to give example, the Beatles came 
over to the US and created a generation that de-masculinated 


the country. Just think of the hippy generation and their bands 
that brought about the drug craze. Pretty soon the country was 
filled with a pill popping, dope smoking, flower waving generation 
that had no care for the ways of old. America is driven by trends 
and popular culture, whoever is in control of the music industry 
and the media pretty much controls the popular culture in this 
country. I honestly, have no interest in popular culture and if 
peoples lives are controlled by the fads of this country then that is 
their deal. I am old world, I consider my views old world. I believe 
in the things that should make a man who he is. Honesty, integrity, 
strength and a love for the things he holds in his life. I feel very 
much out of place here, I have no connections to things these 
days outside of my family, close friends and my books. 

5. You’re currently recording a new material. Could you tell 
us who will release it? When will the record see the day 
light and most importantly what kind of music will it be? A 
continuation of your previous releases or maybe something 
new? 


I have started the writing for the next album. It will probably be a 
while before we start recording. We are just focused on making 
the next one as best as it possibly can be. It will have to be a 
masterpiece and everything will have to fall into place perfectly. 


6. The latest material was released by the german label PC 
Records. Are You satisfied with this collab? What was the 
feedback? I personally enjoyed this album, however I had the 
impression as if You’ve lost some of Your previous energy 
/ spirit... I see a lot more rebellion and passion in Your other 
projects...

9. I’m aware that you know My country, what is your 
impression after visiting Poland? How do you get along 
with My brothers and sisters? We seem to have a different 
mentality but still, do you see any similarities? 


It was an eye opening experience for me when I got to visit 
Poland. It was back in the mid 90s a few years after the collapse 
of communism. It was different in the fact that it was almost 
"melancholy" in the fact that the people had gone through such 
a big change and were on their new path in life. For me, all of 
the people that I had met and spent time with were absolutely 
pleasant. The people were so happy to see and meet us, they 
treated us as if we were family. For us it was an honor, and 
a wonderful experience. I don't see many similarities between 
the Polish and American mentality. I do know a bunch of Polish 
guys in Chicago and they treat us the same way as the guys 
we met in the mid-90's. There are the types of guys that have 
that true "give you the shirt off of your back" old world mentality. 
But I also have to say, in my travels to former eastern block 
countries I have come across this same mentality everywhere 
I went.

I am a huge fan of Iron Maiden. In my opinion they are one 
of if not the best band ever. I must say that they have had a 
huge influence on me. I remember back in the 80's/90's while 
heavy metal bands had songs about sex, drugs and rock'n'roll.

One thing I 
think we are close to is another world war, there is just too much 
tension and animosities in the middle east and I think lines will 
be drawn if the US gets involved in Iran. Also the amount of debt 
the US is in can definitely lead to the destruction of this country. 

The other thing I can foresee is mother Nature will take its toll. Be 
it through tsunamis, earthquakes, tornados, wildfires, etc. She 
has been very angry as of late and the weather patterns have 
been really different as of late. There have been big changes in 
the environment. In my area we are breaking records, normally 
we would have had snow up to our necks. We have hardly had 
any snow this year, and now there is a "heat wave" going on. 
We should have snow right now, but we are having late spring 
early summer weather. From what I understand Poland has had 
a very cold winter, lots of snow and that there has been very 
unusual weather in the Balkans.

The lyrics are just words put to what you feel your music is. 
Sometimes you write out of humor or Sarcasm. Sometimes you 
just have that epicfeeling and write that glorious song. Sometimes 
you are angry and the darkness needs to come out. Whatever it 
is, in the end, it is just music. Some use music as a propaganda 
tool, others do it for fame and fortune, I do it these days as an 
extension of my thoughts and my love of those things I hold dear 
in life.

Greetings and tank you in advance for the interview. As a warm up I’d 
like to ask you about the beginnings, practice etc. When exactly was the 
band PWA formed? 

Hello! Generally the band begins in 1988 during the occupation days, 
under the name P.V.A. At that time we played oil punk and HC music. Then 
there were no skinheads in Estonia. We fought the communism under punk 
labels. These were pretty tough days for anticommunists and now we are again 
on the same situation. Crazy! Since that time there have been many different 
people going through the band. And during that time we had more active and 
quieter periods. In 1998 we changed the band name P.V.A. ( perverts versus 
have released 4 records, one split CD with Sniper and one of "best of release. 


Did you have any experience with other bands before PWA? 


I was done some punk rock bands In the late eighties, nothing serious. 

Vbu have already 4 full length in your pocket, counting in "the best of" and excluding reedition of Nordic Blood" also a split with 
Finnish band Sniper. I've also heard about 2 albums form early times - "Neegrid Tagasi Drunglisse, Palgasodurid" and "You 
have Right to Die". Is there any chance that WP public will ever add this titles to their collection? 


Yes, it is planned to do. But as always, everything takes time, because I have a family and then I'm often pretty busy. 

Did JMKiE had any influence on you as a band? 

Definitely. In the late eighties they were one of my favorite band. 

So far I know there was a massive fight between this punk rock anticommunist band (JMKiE) and the reds, that resulted with 
the death of one bolshevik. What exactly happened back there? 

No such thing was, this is false information. 

Are communists in Estonia much of a threat? I mean the influence on your nation. Some time ago jewish television broadcasted 
information about public disorder caused by the removal of red army monument from the center of Tallinn. Could you give Us 
some more details? 

Yes, we have a lot of problems with them. Most of the Communists is the Russians who remained here after the occupation, and we have 
many problems with them. This commie monument was very big problem in our capital. Communists organized there always meetings 
and demonstrations. There was lot of fights and riots. So it was question of time, when the situation going out of the hands. Finally our 
government decided remove this red army monument, and Russians started to riot in Estonia. They robbed shops and they smashed cars 
and houses like animals. Same day they attacked our pub in the town. There was something 100 commies against 20 comrades. They 
attacked our pub with molotov cocktails and our boys was fighting back. Finally there was one dead commie, hah hah. Fucking bastards! 

Every year in Estonia SS veterans marches are being organized. Moscow barks, Brussels howls in anger that an Union 
member cultivates "bandits" - read National Heroes. Are there any nationalistic organizations support such people? In some 
countries non-red veterans don't even get a retirement. How do things work in Your homeland? 

Our puppet government don't like these veteran meetings, but they can't nothing to do about it, because so much people support us. 
Biggest meeting in the every year is in the eastern Estonia. There was one of biggest battle in second world war, Blue Hills battle, and 
there was lot of European volunteers. We organize this meeting every year and there is always lot of problems with communists and 
Russian media. But we don't care, we are doing our job every year and it's always very well organized meeting. Dogs are barking, but 
caravan moves on, haha 








I know that PWA plans for some years now the recording of rock SS march versions. Will this tribute to veterans ever see the 
daylight? 

Yes, it's still my mind. There will be lots of old Estonian war songs, but I have to find time to arrange these songs. 

Now a little about your lyrics. I feel you were strongly inspired by Orwell. Do you see the prophecy of year 84 in your country? 

Yeah, you are right, I really like Orwell. "Animal Farm” and "1984" is one of my favorite book. Every year things will be worse here. We 
have lost our country, we have lost our economy and we have become a province of Brussels and our population is reduced drastically 
in 10 years. If someone claims that this is all conspiracy theory, then that person is a complete fool. 

How is the new order of the world visible in Estonia? Are for example nationalists being repressed by the government like in 
other UE countries? Germany, Czech Republic, Poland etc. Are countries in which Brussels bandits are trying their best to kill 
the true spirit of Europe. How is it in Estonia? What about the freedom of speech? 

Here the situation is not yet as bad as in Germany, the Czech Republic, Sweden or Poland... but the situation will get worse all the time. 
After the accession to the EU, the government began to jealously persecuted patriots. Problems are especially high in Estonian army. 
One of my friends have been thrown out of military school, because he is my friend. The media is lying about us and the police bullies 
people at the workplace and at school. Like I said before, every year things will be worse here. 

Let’s go back once again to music. In February you will lock yourselves in a studio to record 6 tracks for the split with 
Youngland. Could you let us take a little pick? Will the split be held in the same music convention as Eyes Wide Shut? 

Overall, we continue the same line, as always PWA. But there are probably some of the songs better than we have done previously, and 
the sound is definitely better than previous releases. But the ultimate truth is still the listeners decide. 

I've heard you sang in some NSBM band as a guest. Is the CD available for sale? 

I record two songs with the Estonian black metal band Sorts. Its a 7 "EP, limited to 300 copies and was released in France, I guess...

1. Hello, could you please introduce Sorab 28 to our readers. Your 
band has been around for 18 years, but you don’t have many 
releases on your account. Why is that ? 




Sorab was formed in 1994 in Serbian Sarajevo, during the war in Bosnia:. J 
After the Dayton Accord when Sarajevo became a muslim city, the band 
stops its work. In 1997, with my move to Serbia, I re-form the band and 
we continue where we stopped in 2003, because Nikola went aboard, 
and I couldn’t find the right replacement. In 2009, Nikola comes back and j- 
the band re-births, thanks to young skinheads who needed the support 
and wanted the band to return, which happens with our concert in May 
of that year. Our materials were never produced because we didn’t have 
the finances for it, because the country was in hard times (the wars, 
political pressure, etc), The Movement was fractured and we didn’t have any support from outside of our country. 
Now we hope for better conditions so we can do that. The current formation is Jules - vocals, Nikola - guitar, Pajke - bass, 
and Marko - drums.

2. After a long break, you are preparing a new material, that will be produced by HS... heh... What kind of music will 
be on your album, compared to your previous work?

7. Sorab was formed in 1994. What are the differences between the RAC scene then and now? Is the RAC scene' 
heading in the right direction? What do you think about the new trend in music called Hatecore? 

I had a band in 1987 called “White Riot”, the first NS band in Yugoslavia, and we played Oil. Sorab plays RAC. That new music, 
wave is not our way, but the youth like it. Me, I am part of the old school Skinhead Movement, and I am not a fan of American 
culture, even though other members of the band like to listen to Hatecore. 

8. What do you think of Karadzic? He should be a national hero, but the international leaders have made much ruffle 
around him, which resulted in much stronger repression... 

What they accuse him of is ridiculous. He is and always will be for Serbs a national hero. He organised the Serb defensive 
forces so there would not be a repeat of 1941. ForZOG he is guilty because he didn't allow the killing of the Serb people and 
destruction of their millennium old homes. 


9. Is it hard to release anything in Serbia? How is the music “industry” working? 

Up until now, we did everything by ourselves and we produced our material as much as we could. When the world 
globalized and modernized, our country took that pretty hard, especially financially. For our standards, renting a 
sound studio is expensive, and concerts are a rarity, because of financing and our government do not allow them. 

10. In Serbia and in Poland football is the most popular sport. Are you a fan of any team in particular? What do mat¬ 
ches in your country look like? Which is the strongest team in Serbia? 

P It’s always a pleasure to look at full European stadiums, especially when you see support for Kosovo. Football is our drug* 
We sing about that in our song “Footbal Oil, especially Nikola and I. We cheer for Jagodina FC, Marko loves handball because * 

■ he is"a professional goalkeeper, and Pajke trains American football. We are not hooligans, we are football fans. Currently!

Long Live Poland, Long Live Serbia !!! 










In the age of crap and down fall of traditions, we honor the work and ideas of 
the greatest polish artist - Stanislaw Szukalski. A men of unique strength. A wrangler, 
sculptor, rebel, artist, writer, nationalist, pagan and anticommunist. Known and admired in 
United States rather than in his fatherland - Poland. 


Szukalski was born on 13th of December in 1893 in Warta under the Russian 
partition (Poland vanishes for 123 years from European maps). His parents were straight 
and simple people, curios of the world around them and life itself, especially his father. He 
fought during Boer war in Afrika 


Young Stan showed the spirit of his father from the very beginning. Mistrust 
towards science, aversion towards religion (in their home town Stan’s father - Dionizy 
was considered as an heretic), aside of that as everyone around noticed - he had 
phenomenal talent for sculpturing. 


In 1909, before he was even 16teen, Szukalski arrives in Krakow (after visiting his father in USA). Under his father’s influence 
he applies for the famous Art Academy. Despite his young age, he becomes an student causing elation among professors. Already after a 
year he won his first awards, his skills surpassed his age. Even though he is not satisfied with the level of education within the academy. 
He is more than defiant, repeating that sculpturing is the idea itself not edges and angles. 

In 1912 Sanistaw decides to visit America in order to portrait his father, sensing the near end of his life. He creates and 
experimental sculpture of his father's face. In last “minute” he finishes his sculpture, short after his father Dionizy dies in a car accident. 

Afther Dionizy passed away, Stan’s family faces depressing poverty, this misery lasts until Szukalski decides to marry a young 
artist - Helen Walker. From that time he begins to live an intense life in both aspects - artistic and social. At that time his sculptures cause 
rapture among art critics, which see ancient perfection in his works”. Strong, precise and timeless. He returns to Poland to feast on his 
great success. Aside of his difficult personality and controversies caused by his extreme outlooks, he remains a favorite among art critics. 

In 1923 Szukalski decides to leave his homeland once more and travel around Europe: France, Italy - he finds a place for 
himself... fora short time.

In 1925 on the International Exposition of Modern Industrial and Decorative Arts in Paris he wins a Grand Prix for his bronze 
sculptures, a Diploma for his architectural designs and a Golden Medal for stone sculptures. The Polish press however, remains ignorant 
even hostile towards his success. 


In 1925 he took part in a monument contest for Adam Mickiewicz in Vilnius, among 67 projects - Szukalski won with majority of 
votes. The sculpture showed the poet feeding an giant eagle with blood off his own chest. The sculpture as well as the granite monument 
represent the typical style of Szukalski referring to ancient Inca art. After the 
verdict announcement and exposition the public opinion started a discussion 
which resulted in canceling the realization of the winning project. 

Stan also took part in another contest for a polish coin, he received 
one of the three honored places. Again due to the public opinion conflict, the 
coin aside of test pressing was never released. 

In January 1926 he returned to Paris and his wife which gave birth 
to his daughter - Kalinka. 

In 1928 Szukalski arrived once again to Krakow, next year he 
compiled an exhibition of 98 drawings and 34 sculptures from 1914-1923 





period in Art Palace. During the exposition he prepared a speech criticizing and condemning the artistic and cultural spheres in Poland. 
Afterwards there were many opinions both positive and negative about the value of Stan’s art. The artist responded with strong and 
abrupt articles. 


In 1929 Szukalski organized in Krakow the Tribe of the Horned Heart (Szczep Szukalszczykow), at the same time he started 
publishing articles about his artistic philosophy and the importance of polish art in national perspective, creating his own periodical called 
“Krak” (Krak was the legendary king of Poland who was said to be the founder of Krakow city). Szukalski criticized the Art Academy as 
an enclave of French art, he dented the competence of professors and the schooling system. He also proposed to form a “Creatory” 
(Tworcownia), the education of young artists was meant to transform Krakow into a creative art center - open for talents from all around 
the world.

As an spiritual leader of Poland Szukalski has chosen Jozef Pitsudski, who would be able to shape Poland into the political and 
cultural center of Europe and also form a new union “Neuropa” which would be created out of European countries excluding England, 
France, Germany and Italy. 



In 1929 a second monography was published in USA- Szukalski Projects in Design. In December Stan left Poland once again 
and managed the activity of his Tribe from the States. 

In 1932 Szukalski divorced Helen Walker and 3 years later he married his daughter’s tutoress - Joan Lee Donovan. He 
continued mastering his drawings and sculptures preparing several exhibitions in 1935 in Chicago and New York. 


At that time a Tribe member - Marian Konarski initiated and Aleksander Janta Polczynski continued the plan of getting Szukalski 
back to Poland - for good. Szukalski has been invited in 1936 by the Ministry of State Treasury - Ignacy Matuszewski - who covered 
all the costs of Stan’s travel along with all his sculptures and drawings. A great help was shown also by the voivode of Silesia - Michat 
Grazynski who became the Art Patron of Szukalski. Stan received an art workshop and several sculpture orders. Along with the Horned 
Heart Tribe members he reactivated their artistic activity. He exhibited in Warsaw, Krakow and Katowice. Scandals and chaos within the 
artistic spheres could not be avoided. 


His projects within this period included a medal and cup design for the winner of Gordon-Bennett’s balloon competition 
(the cup was awarded to the Belgic team as a challenge cup in 1936), a project of “Duchtynia”(a soul sanctuary - duch in polish 
means spirit/soul/ghost) on Wawel castle, a memorial project for Jozef Pitsudski. He took part in the International Exhibition of Art 
and Technique in Paris in 1937. He received another 
Diploma for a medal design devoted to Copernicus. 

In 1938 he also finished and published his drama - 

Krak son of Ludola. / 


He designed and prepared for realization 
a monumental statue of Bolestaw Chrobry. After the 
German bomb attack in 1939 the 1:1 scale sculpture 
was destroyed and the artist himself barely survived. 

The 1939 period was filled with sculptures and 
drawings dedicated to literary and philosophical ideas. 

After Warsaw capitulated in September 1939, 
Szukalski found shelter in the USA embassy as a United 
State citizen he managed to leave Poland along with 
embassy workers and start a new life in California. 

He lived many years in adversity, unable to 
show off his artworks which have been left behind in 
Poland, partly destroyed by the Germans, but mostly 
stolen by his own folk during and after the occupation. 
Szukalski was forced to work a part time job in film 
studios designing sets, he barely sculptures focusing 
more on drawings. 








In 1940 Stan moved to Los Angeles, where he met Gorge DiCaprio and became friends with him. At that time he completely 
devoted himself to resolve the mysteries of ancient human history, the processes of language shaping, the roots of religions, traditions 
and symbols. He tried to explain the origin of geographic names, gods and symbols that remained - unexplained - until our times. His 
work was titled “Protong” (Macimowa in polish), he continued for the next 40 years. Within that time he created 43 tomes of machine 
writing including various aspects of this topic and more than 10 000 detailed drawings of artifacts that confirmed his theories. 

From 1960 the authority of Los Angeles granted him a pension of 250$ which barely covered the house renting costs. He was 
able to make a simple living with some help of his wifes family and small projects like postcards with reproductions of his sculptures and 
drawings, memorial medals for the 500th anniversary of Copernicus or 100th anniversary of Mickiewicz, the celebration of Solsenicyn or 
a coin project for Katyn Committee. 


With some financial support from his friend - Glenn Bray, Szukalski was able to release a monograph Jroughful of Pearls” and 
„Beholdl! The Protong” in 1980 and “Inner Portraits” in 1982. 

Szukalski spent many years trying to regain his stolen artworks seeking help within various organizations such as ZPAP, 
Ministry of Culture, UN, Polish embassy Museums and private persons, without any results. Even the memorial submitted to 
Ministry of Art and Culture and ZPAP in 1978 remained without any response. The artist was left distraught, without any help nor hope 
for a proper living, abandoned by his own folk as well as the rest of the world, he often broke down. Blaming his fatherland for the 
destruction of his Opus Magnum... 



He never gave in, overworking himself, without a proper meal or 
sleep. His sick wife Joan, his faithful companion for over 40 years died in 
1980. Left alone, Szukalski began to fade away, his life forces were leaving 
him, hospitalized several times, dependent on social help and care he still 
continues writing, sculpturing and drawing. A month before his death, he 
carved a gigantic, cubistic form named “Goddess”, a derision... his last joke... 

Szukalski passed away on 19th of May in 1987, in a hospital, due to 
cerebral crisis probably caused by a car accident. 

On 30th of July in 1988, Glenn Bray along with his wife Lena 
Zwalve and four other artists, friends of Stan and his family decided to 
spill the remains of Szukalski and his wife Joan Lee on the Easter Island...

Greetings! The Lines Have 
Been Drawn was your 
debut.

The material was far 
from perfect, but it had 
the spirit, aggression...

We were young! We had a lot of good musicians on that release. 

I believe we only practiced 3 times or so before we recorded that 
' demo. We sent 30 copies of the demo out and two labels called us 
wanting to release it. We remixed it and the first label pressed 1300 
copies and the other pressed 500 copies with an extra song. That 7” 
is what got us our deal with BTB records for the “Rekindling The Fire” 

I CD. I just went back in and re-recorded the vocals on the “lines have 
been drawn” for a 20 year anniversary release of the material maybe 
in 2016, maybe earlier who knows. 

Lets return to present time. Lately You’ve been really active 
on the scene. New album, a split with the Polish band White 
Devils... Where do You get all the energy to work so hard? Heh 

I have a lot of good people playing in the band that help me through 
all of this. Our lineup is a revolving door with only a few die hard’s in 
the core of the band so we get the opportunity for new ideas from new 
blood all the time. 

You describe your music as hard core. But I hear some influence 
of bands like Motorhead or AC/DC. Are You fans of metal scene? 
What bands were inspirations to You? 

I am a big fan of black metal and all types of extreme music however 
I also like rock and roll like Rose Tattoo, ACDC, Motorhead etc. My 
favorite bands are an inspiration regardless of what genre of music 
they play. 


wrote all the songs, Nidge, sent me an email after hearing the Empire- 
Falls Blitz cover versions and asked me to sing for-him! Wffhad a ' 
rocky business relationship with Nidge and the band ended upquiting 
on him after Nidge fired me for my RAC affiliations. Nidge basically 
gave in to pressure exerted by M.A.D. booking to fire me.’The.Empiref 
Falls album “We Live To Be Hated” was recorded with much of the 
Blitz members only a few weeks after we all quit or in my case fired.. 
Nidge later on hired some reds and did another tour, this time inftnjs|

tour and was attacked on one occasion. He unfortunately was struck - 
and killed my a motorist in Austin Texas on that tour. I knew going into 
it that some of the crowd would not accept a new Blitz singer however 
I didn’t care. It was a big deal to me to sing for them because Blitz 
was and still is one of my all time favorite bands. I was in England a 
few years ago and met a guy that had seen the original version ana 
our version of Blitz and he said that we were much better. This meant - 3 
a lot to me. One day we will release all of the recordings we did while 
I was in Blitz. 


USA is sure a big country, many bands, concerts. With such an 
high immigrant population, are Your ideas, perspectives still 
being accepted? Don’t You have any troubles? 


We never have any problems. Sometimes the reds act like spoiled 
brats who throw temper tantrums the night before gigs and tear up 
property but other than that no real issues. Sometimes people talk shit 
on the internet but that is to be expected from idiot posers. I live in the 

South East so we are surrounded by like minded people. . j
